A fatal accident occurred ‘at ‘Causew ay 


‘| Bay at about 5 p.m. yesterday near the 
Asiatic Petroleum. Company's il-tanks, 


resulting in the death of three-coolies and 
serious, injuries to four others. : 

It appears that blasting’ had been in 
progress on the ‘hillside, and that. when 
this was over, a number of coolies; male 
and female, went ta the spot to collect 
soall stones for breaking up to make 
cement.’
